It is nutritious and less quau- 
tity than other feed is sufficient, 
The same person, speaking of Ber- 
muda grass, which is now attract- 
ing considerable attention in parts 
of California, says: In appearance 
aud growth it is much like the 
Kentucky bluegrass. -Its sections 
are from one and a haif to two 
inches in length and will take root 
drop any place where there is 
any Kind ofsoil. The seed is like 
timothy seed and hard to obtain. 
When first planted the stalk runs 
aloug the ground likeavine and 
takes root every two feet or so. 
When grown it is 15 inches high 
and thick and strong enough to 
support a buman body and keep it 
fonr inches from the ground. Tt is 
valuable because it will thrive as 
well on alkali land as on otbers, 
and as stock like it, waste lands 
can be made good pasturage. It is 
bing used extenvively for lawn 
urposes. .Jt has one drawback, as 
t cannot be raked but must be 
swept. Please bear in mind it isa 
terrible runner, and when once 
started it is almost impossible to 
stop, as one section left will furnish 
seed for a field. If any of our 
ranchers have tried it let us hear 
from bim.

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ever was, a breeding establishment 
in any other country that could 
equal the great horse pastures of 
Shimosa, in Japan. Nearly one 
thousand years ago the main island 
of the Japanese empire was about 
equally divided between the con- 
quering races and the aborigines. 
The conquerers held the southern 
half and the aborigines the north- 
ern half. One of the reigning Ty- 
coons determined upon the con- 
quest of the aborigines, and he 


.sent a large and well equipped 


army across the Hakoni range into 
the aboriginal territory. After a 
long war, in which there were many 
bloody battles,the aborigines were 
driven north. The territory con- 
qured comprises all the country 
around Tokio, the capital, and sev- 
eral provinces still north of that, 
and within the boundaries of this 
conquest were what are now call- 
ed the plains of Shimosa. 

The plains were found to be ad- 
mirably adapted to grazing. They 
are about forty miles east of Tokio, 
between the head of the Bay of 
Yeddo and the ocean, and are 300 
or 400 feet above the sea level. 
They are in fact peninsula table 
lands. From these plains a consid- 
erable number of small streams 
have their sources. The larger 
part of the surface is covered with 
grasses, indigenous to that very 
country, among which are several 
kinds of clover, bunch grasses and 
a fescue grass. At intervals there 


j;are groves of pines, oaks, beech 


and maple trees, 

It was determined to establish 
there a pasture, where the best 
cavalry horses could be bred, and 
in such numbers that their whole 
cavalry could be supplied with 
mounts at any time. The best 
equine stock of the empire was 
bought and brought’ to these pas- 
tures. Embassadors were sent to 
Corea, Mauchuvia and China, and 
the blooded stallions were bought 
for the improvement of the native 
blood. By the natural increase in 
a century or two there was an im- 
mense number of horses in this 
imperial pasture. The official 
authority already quoted puts this 
number at more than 100,000. The 
laborers used in the construction 
of the embankments settled perma- 
nently on the lands that were ex- 
cluded from this enclosure, and the 
villages founded by them are still 
there. By these means the rulers 
not only hada thoroughly fortified 
pastare, but théy occupied, settled 
and developed the country con- 
quered from the enemy.
